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The  Garrett  Railroaders  were  the  most 
successful  team  in  the  state  this  year .  By 
winning  twenty  consecutive  victories  during 
the  regular  basketball  season,  they  were  the 
only  undefeated  team  in  Indiana  when  the  bas  - 
ketball  season  closed . 

On  their  way  to  this  unprecedented  posi¬ 
tion,  the  mighty  G-men  won  the  Holiday 
Tournament  and  the  North  Eastern  Indiana 
Conference  championship .  They  climbed  the 
state  rating  charts  to  be  ranked  the  number 
five  team  in  Indiana  by  the  United  Press  and 
the  number  three  team  by  the  Associated 
Press . 

During  the  season  Coach  Smith's  quintet 
burned  the  nets  by  hitting  fifty  per  cent  most 
games  and  above  fifty  per  cent  in  others .
